Soul 
geneee rightly advised Caesar to 
use the Egyptian equal months 
of 30 days, plus five days after 
the 12 th month; but because 
Koenani believed that 'odd num 
bera were lucky” Caesar dla- 
tributed the five daya to form the 
31at dates ending his first, third, 
fifth, seventh and ninth months. 
He also reduced February to 
make "six odd and six even num¬ 
bers," and on that 50-50 basis got 
Romans to accept his calendar.

This Neuropayehiatric Inati* 
tuie would be modeled after the 
National Cancer Institute, where 
■ staff of trained scientists are 
now searching for knowledge 
leading to methods of controlling 
tamer 

Mental and narvoua dle ea eda 
and epilepsy together represent 
the largest unsolved problem In 
medicine. Burgeon General Par¬ 
ran Mated In hia report aaoom- 
mendlng that the nation build a 
National Neuropeyehlatrie Insti¬ 
tute. i 

Hospitals egging for mental di¬ 
sease have on their books more 
than MOOOO patients and more 
than 117.000 additional patients 
are in hospitals for mental de¬ 
fectives and epileptics. The aging 
of population will tremendously 
Increase the total number of suf¬ 
ferers from menial disease. 

AGING POPULATION 

“By 1960 it is predicted that we 
shall have one half of the people 
under 19 years of age we now 
have, and twice as many over the 
age of 63," Surgeon General 
Parran said. 

"The Incidence of mental dis- 
eaae in the, age group over 65 
years la 10 times what It la in the 
group of 19 years and under. A 
little mathematics will show how 
much more mental disease w* 
shall have then than now. We 
must start now to work out 
methods for preventing mental 
disease to help avoid such a load 
In the future. 

“Recent developments showing 
the influence of certain vitamins, 
such as nicotinic add. In relieving 
cases of Insanity not heretofore 
recognized as being of dietary 
origin open many possibilities 
for further research not only of 
accessory food factors but of 
other phases of body metabolism,, 
such as hormones 

“The impression Is growing 
among psychiatrists that consti¬ 
tutional and metabolic factors 
may play a role in forms of In¬ 
sanity heretofore thought of as 
being of psychic origin." 

The effects of Insulin shock 
treatment now used In one form 
of mental disease, schizophrenia, 
which are like ''taking the veil 
from the patient's eyes, trans¬ 
porting him from a vegetative 
Mate to an apparently normal 
one for a time,” cause a great dis¬ 
turbance of body metabolism, he 
pointed out. All these factors 
Indicate the neetj for physiologi¬ 
cal research on mental and nerv¬ 
ous disorders. 

RESEARCH LABORATORY 

The proposed Neuropayehiatric 
Institute would be built on the 
present site of the New York 
Marine Hospital, giving the Maff 
access to patients and to the 
library fadlities of the metropo¬ 
lis, and the advantages of work- 
Jng jjnder the "sllmulallni influ¬ 
ence of extensive activities and 
Informed personnel In the nerv¬ 
ous and mental disease field." 
The plana call for 350,000 cubic 
feet of laboratory space for 
fundamental research and access 
to 200 patients for clinical Mudy. 
It la al«d suggeseted that the In¬ 
stitute should have funds to allot 
to competent groups throughout 


the country for research oh the 
problem of nervous and mental 
disease and epilepsy, and that a 
national advisory council, simi¬ 
lar to the National Advisory Can¬ 
cer Council, ah'ould be estab¬ 
lished. 

The Idea for the Neuropsychiat¬ 
ric Institute has been warmly ap¬ 
proved by authorities In the field. 
It Is stated. Although millions of 
dollars are being spent each year 
for the care and treatment of the 
mentally sick, very little I* being 
spent for fundamental research 
which might lead to a measurable 
control of such sickness through 
discoveries pointing to affective 
measures of prevention and curt.

GEORGETOWN, British 
Guiana (CP)—A young George¬ 
town businessman — wooing a 
beautiful heireaa—has been 
brought into court by the glri’v 
father on a charge of abduction. 

W. W. Braaalngton, whoae 
daughter Kathleen wll fall heir to 
a fortune left her by her grand¬ 
father, the late Henry E. B. Mur¬ 
ray, contends that Peter Stanis¬ 
laus Dagular “fraudulently" took 
Kathleen “out of her father’s pos¬ 
session with Intent to marry her* 

The prosecution told the court 
that Dagular took Kathleen to 
Barbados aboard a schooner.
